Recipes For This Week

PICKLED PEARS 


4 quarts pears. 
2 pounds white sugar. 
2 cups vinegar.. 

¥% ounce stick cinnamon. 

¥% ounce whole cloves. 

Peel pears. Boil the sugar, the 
vinegar, the cloves, and the cinnamon 
for 20 minutes. Place a few of the 
whole pears at a time in the syrup, 
and cook them until they are tender. 
Pack them into thoroughly cleaned 
jars. Adjust the rubbers, and fill 
each jar to overflowing with the hot 
syrup. Adjust the covers and seal 
the jars immediately. 


CUCUMBER CATCHUP 


1 quart ripe cucumbers, large. 

1 cup white onions. 

2 green peppers, medium-sized. 

1 pint vinegar. 

1 cup sugar. 

2 tablespoons white mustard seed. 

Salt and cayenne pepper. : 

Pare the cucumbers. Cut in quar- 
ters and remove the pulp. Put the 
cucumbers, onion, and peppers 
through a food chopper. Add a small 
amount of water to prevent sticking, 
and boil the mixture until the cucum- 
bers are tender. Heat the vinegar, 
sugar, and seasonings together. Add 
the vegetable mixture and cook it un- 
til it is clear. Seal in clean hot bot- 
tles or jars.

In many places they have what is 
called a summer round-up of the chil- 
dren who are to start school for the 
first time in autumn.

Those who, at that time, are found 
to be in need of medical care are sent 
to their doctor and their dentist for

One of the commonest and most 
serious mistakes that parents make 
is to allow an abnormal condition to 
persist with the idea that the child 
will grow out of it, or that he is too 
young to have treatment. 

The child who cannot see without 
glasses is obviously handicapped 


The child who has a running 
ear is almost surely on his way to 
deafness, which is a serious handi- 


ed. Children do not grow out of such 
conditions. 

Not only are diseased tonsils and 
teeth a handicap to the child, but 
they are dangerous in that they 
poison the body, andeare, it is 
believed, very often the cause of 
heart and kidney disease in later 
life. 

No child should be handicapped by 
conditions which can be corrected by 
proper treatment. There should be 
no delay in securing treatment simply 
because of the mistaken idea that the 
defects are not serious, or that the 
child is too young for the treatment 
or that he will grow out of the

Value Of Egg Production In Canada|yinor Alterations Have Been Made 


Last Year. $74,837,092 

Few Canadians realize the extent 
to which egg production throughout 
the Dominion has expanded during 
the past decade, or the extent to 
which farm flocks are proving their 
worth as an important adjunct of the 
farming industry. 

In a statement appearing in a re- 
cent issue of the Monthly Bulletin of 
Agricultural Statistics Canada’s flocks 
of laying hens comprised a total of 
25,044,870 last year, and these pro- 
duced an aggregate of 278,255,753 


of $74,837,092. 

Ontario heads the list in the num- 
ber of egg-producing hens with a to- 
tal of over 13,500,000 for 1930; Sas- 
katchewan comes second with 5,200,- 
000; then in order come Quebec with 
4,900,000; Alberta with 4,000,000; 
Manitoba with 3,000,000; British Col- 
umbia with 2,200,000; and the three 
Maritime Provinces with around half 
a million each. 

The number of laying hens on farms 
increased from 25,755,356 in 1921 to 
35,044,870 in 1930. The average pro- 
duction per hen increased during the

Authorities Is 


Necessary To 


Suppress Slave Trade In Africa 


Those comfortable people who are! 
wont to accept as gospel the glitter-| 
‘ing generalities of opportunist ora- 
tors and who, therefore, believe that 
all is well with the world apart from 
depression and failure to agree up-| 
on disarmament and war debts, may | 
get something of a jolt if they per-| 
use the reports of the recent annual} 
meeting of the Anti-Slavery Society. 
They have been accustomed to believe | 
that slavery was abolished in all | 
countries with the exception of 
Liberia. But no less an authority 
than Mr. J. A. Spender tells us that | 
the menace of slavery is ever-present 
and that nothing but the constant 
vigilance and the restraining influence 
of British rule in the Soudan prevent 
its revival. 

Only a year and a half ago there’ 
was a round-up throughout the Sou- | 
dan by the British, which resulted in| 
the rescue of a number of slaves, the| 
capture of some notorious slave- 
traders and a further grip by the au- 
thorities upon the narrowing chan- 
nels through which these had been op- 
erating. But, as Mr. Spender points) 
out, such round-ups are very expen- | 
sive, and the Soudan treasury is in| 
no state to stand any strain just now. 
That in a country as large as Europe} 
slavery should have been virtually | 
wiped out in thirty years is a magni- 
ficent tribute to the humanizing and 
civilizing influences of British rule; 
but there still remains all over the 
country a sort of subconscious ac- 
ceptance of slavery that moy not be 
wholly eliminated for generations. 
Primitive people are always drifting 
across the Soudan,.and they all have 

this conception of slavery in their 
traditions and in their blood. a 

Even today comparatively few of! 
the Soudanese or the Arabs regard | 
slavery as a crime or an offence, but | 
rather as something the British will | 
not condone and which must, there- | 
fore, be concealed or abandoned in 
toto. Virtually up to the end of 1900 
the Soudan had been raided and de-; 
vasted year after year for long gener- 
ations by slave-dealers. ‘The British 
changed that, but if their hands were 
to be lifted from the Soudan tomor- 
row, slavery would be in full swing 
again by the end of the year. It is 
this knowledge that prompts the- Brit-| 
ish authorities in the Soudan to ad-| 
here so strongly to their present! 
policy and to decry interference by| 
stay-at-home politicians whose know- 
ledge of the facts is gleaned from 
fanatics or from a Cook's tour.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


TURNING TO THE GENTILES © 


Golden Text: ‘I have set thee for 
a light of the Gentil that thou 
shouldest be for salvation unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.”’—Acts 
13.47, P 

Lesson: Acts 13.13-52; Romans 1, 
14-16; 11,1-24, 

Devotional Reading: Psalm 72.6-13. 


Explanations and Comments 


The Result Of Paul’s First Sermon 
In the Synagogue At Pisidian Anti- 
och, Acts 13.42-44.-After Paul’s ser- 
mon, he and Barnabas withdrew from 
the synagogue, while the congregation 
remained for the end of the service 
and the formal dismissal. As they left 
they were urged to speak again the 
following Sabbath. When the syna- 
gogue services’ were over, many Jews 
and proselytes (Gentile converts to 
Judaism), followed Paul and Barna- 
Bas to their place of abode and Paul 
urged them to continue in the grace 
of God. This is the first use in The 
Acts of the phrase, “the Grace of 
God,” i.e., “redemption from sin free- 
ly offered in Christ.” “Grace” express- 
es the spontaneity and generosity of 
God's love; God freely grants His par- 
don and bestows His love in Christ. 

The Jealousy and Antagonism Of 
the Jews Aroused, Acts 13.44, 45. — 
As a result of the wide-spread discus- 
sion of Paul’s sermon and of the work 
of Paul and Barnabas during the 
week that followed, “almost the whole 
city was gathered together to hear 
the word of God” on the next Sab- 
bath. (A different Greek phrase is 
used in verse 42 for “the next Sab- 
bath” from that in verse 44, and some 
scholars translate it in verse 42 as 
“during the interyening week.’’ “The 
Jewish congregations had a portion of 
the Law read in the synagogues not 
only on the Sabbath but on Monday 
and on Thursday mornings, that they 
might not be for three days without 
hearing Scripture. The peculiar ex- 
pression may apply to the meetings 
in the synagogue on these days.” — 
P. Rawson Lumby. 

The preaching of Paul during the 
week created a tremendous interest. 

When the Jews saw the multitude 
they were filled with jealousy. Their 
antagonism was due primarily, not to 
opposition to Paul’s words, but to en- 
vy of his success. It was not loyalty 
to sacred truth which led@’the Jews to 
contradict Paul and to blaspheme. 

Turning To the Gentiles, Acts 13. 
46-49.—Finding that the Jews would 
not hear them, Paul and Barnabas 
spoke out boldly and said, “It was 
necessary that the word of God 
should first be spoken to you. Seeing 
ye thrust it from you, and judge 
yourselves unworthy of eternal life, 
lo, we turn to the Gentiles.’ This 
speech of Paul’s is ‘“‘an apology for the 
Gentile Mission, which occurs  fre- 
quently in the following narrative and 
appears to suggest that the apostles 
would not have spoken to the Gen- 
tiles at all, if the Jews had listened 
to their brethren.—Dummelow.

Black Men Of North Western Section 
Rat Human Flesh 
“Cannibalism still is rife among the 
nomadic black men of north-western 
Australia, according to a report on 
the Cuinis and Cullaris tribes just 
issued by the Catholic Anthropolog- 

{eal Conference. 

The report is from the Rev. B. Al- 
caldee, missionary among them 
since 1908. 

“They are expert butchers,” he 
says. ‘The heart goes to the strong- 
est and is the first part of the body 
to be disposed of. Next the shoul- 
ders, arms and trunk are given to the 
men, while the legs go to the women. 
All this is systematically carried out. 
The flesh of the white man is looked 
upon as a dainty morsel. 

“These aboriginals are nomads 
without fixed home. They have neither 
house nor furniture and possess lit- 
tle beyond their spears, ‘boomerangs, 
and battle axes which they always 
have at hand. They wear no clothing 
except- when they come to the mis- 
sion. As soon as they get out of sight 
all clothes are cast off. The women 
are the slaves of the men and, when 
necessary, are the beasts of burden. 
Murder is the greater arbiter of all 
disputes.” 


Egg Market Prospect 


Many Producers Are Renewing Their 
Faith In the Egg Market 


The current issue of the Egg and 
Poultry Market Review, published by 
the Department of Agriculture at 
Ottawa, after calling attention to the 
definite turn for the better which is 
now apparent in the egg market 
throughout the Dominion, makes the 
following observation with respect to 
the present situation: 

“Since early in the spring this pub- 
lication has consistently pointed out 
the probabilities of the situation which 
appear now to be developing. A re* 
duction in flocks, such as has taken 
place in many sections, was andvised 
against. During recent weeks there 
has been an active demand for pul- 
lets, indicating that many producers 
are renewing faith in the egg market 
and are anxious to enlarge their 
flocks over the proportions planned 
for earlier in the spring.”

May Withdraw Grants 

Toronto, Ont.—Fall Fair Associa- 
tions in Ontario may have to dispense 
with the usual government grants in 
1932, according to a warning issued 
by Hon. T. L. Kennedy, Provincial 
Minister of Agriculture. The associa- 
tions were warned that they must 
discontinue the practice of looking to 
the Provincial Government for finan- 
cial assistance, This year the usual 
grants, estimated between $80,000 and 
$100,000, will be maintained.

Hon. J. H. Thomas Says Nation’s 
Interest Is Above Party 


London, England.—In a letter to 
the executive committee of the Labor 
Party of Derby, the borough which he 
represents in parliament, Rt. Hon. J. 
H. Thomas defended himself for fol- 
lowing Prime Minister MacDonald 
and joining the national government. 

“I know my action will be mis- 
understood by many,” he said in the 
letter. “I knew full well I should be 
subjected to criticism and abuse, but 
I also knew the nation’s interest, 
which is greater than that of any in- 
dividual or party, was at stake.” 

Mr. Thomas explained he had aban- 
doned no policy and sacrificed none 
|of his principles. ‘My only policy,”

as the crisis lasts, and until stability 
is assured.”

New York.—A private banking

financial history, is being marshalled 
in New York and Paris, Wall Street

the British pound sterling. 

| Both New York and Paris bankers, 
lit was said in highest Wall Street 
banking circles, propose to make the 
credit so large that there can be no 
| further question as to the stability of 
the pound, which is so widely used as 
the common medium of international 
exchange. 

While bankers were not prepared 
as yet to reveal the exact size of the 
loan, it is believed that it will be be- 
tween $300,000,000 and $500,000,000, 
provided in equal portions by New 
York and Paris bankers. It is known 
that each portion is expected to be 
larger than the $100,000,000 credit 
granted to the British Government 
in 1925 by a syndicate headed by J. P. 
Morgan & Co. 

It was formally stated at the 
Morgan offices that discussions are 
under way, both here and in Paris, 
with reference to the credit, and de- 
cided progress has been made, 

It was acknowledge*in well inform- 
ed quarters that the readiness of the 
United States and French bankers to 
extend the credit in large measure 
depended upon assurances from the 
British Government that the pro- 
gram of governmental economies to 
which the new cabinet is committed, 
be adopted. 

It was explained, however, that the 
bankers were concerned merely with 
fundamental principles of sound fin- 
ance, and were not concerned with 
specific measures of economy which 
the British cabinet may see fit to 
adopt. Recent charges in British La- 
bour circles that United States bank- 
ers have brought pressure -to bear 
for a reduction of the dole have been 
emphatically denied. 

In some of Wall Street’s highest 
banking circles, the return of stability 
to British finances is regarded as vital 
to world economic recovery, and the 
economy programme of the new 
coalition government, together with 
the bolstering of it by a large inter- 
national loan, are regarded as major 
steps toward lifting the world from 
the mire of depression. 


Plane Plunges Into Sea 


Twelve Persons Rescued By Timely 
Arrival Of Fishing Craft 

Gloucester, Mass.—Twelve persons 
were rescued from the fog-enshoud- 
ed waters off Gloucester after a Pan- 
American Airways amphibian ‘plane, 
bound from Halifax to Boston, 
plunged into the sea and sank before 
their eyes. One passenger, Edward 
Banwell; 70, of Halifax, was missing. 

The fishing schooner, “Nova Julia,’’ 
feeling its way into this port, came 
upon the nine passengers and three 
members of the crew as they clung 
desperately to a storm-tossed rubber 
boat, the only part of the huge ship 
to stay afloat. 

W. L: Elmore, of Boston, the pilot 
jrisked his own life in several dives 
| below the surface before he was able 
| to release the rubber boat, while the 
eleven others, including three women, 
managed to keep from sinking. 

Members of the rescued party said 
the ‘plane dove suddenly after’ the 
pilot attempted to drop below a fog 
bank, All but one of the 13 occupants 
escaped from the cabin. The only one 
}not able to get out was an old man, 
who, they believe, went down with the 
ship. 

Hampered by clothing and with 
darkness gradually approaching, the 
survivors were about to give up hope 
when the “Nova Julia’”’ hove alongside 
and pulled them to safety. 4

Several new analyses are included in 
the present report, Canada’s progress 
and her present position among the 
great trading nations of the world be- 
ing explained in detail. More partic- 
ularly the “Review” treats of the fol-| 
lowing among other subjects: Rela-| 
tion between trade in Raw and Manu- | 
factured Products; Seasonal Fluctua-| 


tions; Trade by Continents; Imports Demonstrations In Proper Methods Of |

Principal Commodities Imported; Im- 
ports for Canadian Industries; Princi- 
pal Commodities Exported;. Fluctua- 
tions in Export Prices; Trade via the 
United States; Canada’s Position in 
International Trade; Canada’s Share 
in the Imports and Exports of Princi- 
pal Countries; Canada’s Exports Com- 
pared with Exports of Other Coun- 
tries, i.e., automobiles; newsprint pa- 
per; rubber tires; wheat; wheat flour;

The “Condensed Statistical Record” 
of Canadian Trade now covers eighty- 
three (83) countries, the commerce 
with which is segregated and dealt 
with in detail. This is the only offi- 
cial report containing trade statistics 
in this form. There are also summary 
and analytical tables dealing with 
Canada’s trade as a whole. 

The report points out that Canada’s 
trade, both import and export, in 
common with that of the principal 
trading countries of the world during 


the fiscal year 1931, showed a marked | 


decline compared with 1930, reflecting 
the general economic world depres- 


That the day of dollar wheat is 
still with us was clearly shown by 
special feeding tests conducted dur- 
ing the past winter at the Federal 
Experimental Station at Rosthern, 
Sask. Tests were made with both 
low grade barley and wheat. Twenty 
head of yearling shorthorns ‘were 
used in the test and the grain was 
fed with cut oat sheaves. It prov- 
ed slightly cheaper to produce a 
pound of grain with barley than 
with wheat, but the important fea- 
ture of the tests was the value found 
for sthese grains when marketed 
through beef cattle. 

The lot fed ground wheat ap- 
peared to relish their ration better 
than the lot fed barley but there 
was no waste in either lot. An aver- 
age of five pounds of grain per day 
per head was fed. This shows con- 
clusively that live stock is rapidly in- 
creasing in importance as a medium 
for the marketing of grain crops. 


Potato Grading 


Preparing Potatoes For Market 

In response to anh arnouncement 
made recently by the co-operative 
and markets branch of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, 27 points in 
northern Saskatchewan have already 
applied to the branch for demonstra- 
tions in proper methods of grading 
and preparing potatoe§ for market. 

This service is offered free by the 
department, pursuant to the policy 
enunciated by Hon. W. C. Buckle, 
some time ago when he stated that 
every possible aid would be rendered 
by his department to assure the do- 
mestic marketY for Saskatchewan- 
grown potatoes. 

The markets branch is continuing 
its survey of available supplies of po- 
tatoes at points where marketable 
surpluses exist and also of the potato 
requirements of municipalities in the 
dried-out areas. ;

handful of its members are success-

and in persuading their fellows that 
& catastrophe will occure if they do 
not acquire it, amy more than Da- 
homey was civilized because its king 
had a golden stool and an army of 
slaves. What matters to a society is 
less what it owns than what it is, and 
how it uses its possessions. It is 
civilized in so far as its conduct is 
guided by a just appreciation of 
spiritual ends, in so far as it uses its 
material regources to promote the 
dignity and refinement of the individ- 
ual human beings who compose it. 
Violent contrasts of wealth and pow- 
er, and an undiscriminating devotion 
to institutions by which such con- 
trasts are maintained and heightened, 
do not promote the attainment of 
such ends but thwart it. They are, 
therefore, a mark, not of civilization, 
but of its imperfections, like the gold 
rings in the noses of barbarian mon- 
archs, or the diamonds on their wives 
and the chains on their slaves. And 
since it is obviously such contrasts 


| which determine the grounds upon 


which social struggles take place, and 
marshal the combatants who engage 
in them, they present, not, indeed, as 
is sometimes suggested, a conspiracy 
to be exposed, but a malady to be 
cured and a problem which demands 
solutions.”—-R. H. Tawney.

Canada May Soon Be Able To Manu- 
facture Mineral Wool 

The important discovery that cer- 
tain deposits of rock in the Niagara 
district of Ontario are suitable for 
the production of rock wool, a valu- 
able insulating, lining and covering 
material, features a report issued by 
the mines branch of the Department

Below the surface of the great 
oceans.there lies more land by far, 
than is comprised in the area of all 
| the continents, It is not altogether an 
unknown country. The sea bottom is 
constantly studied and its general 
contours are familiar to geologists. It 
is known, for example, that the At- 
lantic Ocean lies above an immense 
plain, surrounded by an incline that 
rises very slightly for some hundreds 
of miles to the continental shores. In 
a few places are mountains under the 
| Seas, tops of which are lonely islands. 
| And here and there are extraordinary 
depressions, deeper by a mile or more 
than the general ocean bottom. 

One of these lies between Cuba and 
Honduras, and is called the Bartlett 
Deep. Not much is known of it ex- 
cept that it is two miles deeper than 
the ocean floor and is like a gigantic 
crack, a thousand miles long and 
about fifty wide. It is suspected to 
be of volcanic origin, and it is thought 
that seismic disturbances may still 
begin in its dark depths, four miles 
below the surface, of the Caribbean 
Sea. This is a problem of importance, 
for an uneasy and unreliable fault in 
this location may make it inadvisable 
to pursue any further the project of a 
Nicaraguan Canal. There are some 
geologists who think it possible that 
an earthquake in the Caribbean 
might drain the water from the lakes 
which are to be linked to form the 
canal. 

The navy proposes to find out as 
much as possible about conditions and 
contours in this submarine trench by 
an exhaustive hydrographic survey. 
Curiosity concerning the sea bottom 
might be enough to account for this 
undertaking; but it ha¢ a more prac-

Changed Its Nature 


X-Ray Experiment Converts Annual 
Plant Into Perennial 

In experiments to learn more about 
effects of X-rays upon evolution, an 
annual plant has been changed into 
& perennial at Cornell University, 
Ithaca, New York. 

The plant which changed its nature 
at Cornell is the euchaena, the closest 
wild relative to corn. There are tw 
species, Mexicana, the annual, and 
perennis, the perennial. 

Some of the seed was exposed to 
X-rays for a few minutes and then 
germinated. The young stalk began 
life as an annual, but later on, while 
still young, it developed some of the 
appearances of a perennial. Then 
the annual portion dried up and dis- 
appeared, and the remaining stalk de- 
veloped into a true perennial.

of Mines. The report, by M. F. 
Goudge, deals with the possibility of 
esta®lishing an industry in Ontario 
and manufacturing rock wool, which 
is classed as one of the most ef- 
fective insulating materials known. 

Rock wool, or mineral wool, as it is 
Sometimes called, the report states, 
is not manufactured in Canada at 
present, as hitherto suitable raw ma- 
terials were not known to exist within 
the Dominion. It is made from shaly 
limestones which possess certain 
definite characteristics. Research car- 
ried on in the laboratories of the 
mines branch by Mr. Goudge, indi- 
cate that several deposits of impure 
limestone outcropping at various 
Places between Niagara Falls and 
Hamilton are suitable for making 
rock wool. 

In the process of manufacture, 
the natural rock is mixed with coke 
and charged to a small blast furnace 
where it is melted. The molten rock 
issuing in a small stream from the 
base of the furnace is blown into a 
myriad of small globules by a blast 
of high-pressure steam. As the mol- 
ten globules hurtle through the air 
each develops a very thin, pliable 
glassy fibre behind it. This fibre is 
known as rock wool. 

The discovery of the suitability of 
the Niagara district rock for the 
manufacture of this commodity sug- 
gests the possibility of a new and 
valuable product being added to the 
mineral production of Canada, the 
report states.
